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AGRICULTURAL  PRICE  AND  COST  PROJECTIONS 


This  pamphlet  is  issued  for  administrative  use  in  connection 
with  the  formulation  and  evaluation  of  water  resources  projects, 
including  watershed  protection  and  flood  prevention  projects  and  com¬ 
prehensive  river  basin  programs  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

This  pamphlet  is  available  for  use  by  other  Federal  agencies  engaged 
in  reclamation,  flood  control,  and  other  water  resources  projects. 
Users  are  cautioned  to  the  effect  that  these  long-term  projections 
are  not  forecasts  of  future  prices.  They  are  based  on  rigid  assump¬ 
tions  of  rapid  population  growth,  national  prosperity,  and  a  trend 
toward  world  peace.  Moreover,  the  price  projections  are  not  designed 
for  use  as  a  basis  of  establishing  loan  values  in  connection  with 
Departmental  credit  programs. 

The  first  two  tables  (pages  7  to  9)  contain  U.  S.  average 
prices  and  price  indexes  for  selected  base  periods  and  for  recent 
years  for  principal  agricultural  commodities,  together  with  the 
projected  long-term  prices  and  conversion  factors.  Also  included  in 
these  United  States  tables  are  indexes  for  major  product  groups  and 
for  selected  items  of  farm  production  costs,  lumber  prices,  and  con¬ 
struction  costs.  The  conversion  factors  are  for  use  in  converting 
prices,  values,  or  costs  from  the  year  or  period  given  to  the 
projected  levels. 

The  remaining  tables  (pages  10  to  3U),  except  the  last  three, 
include  average  prices  for  selected  periods  and  the  projected  commod¬ 
ity  prices  by  States.  The  State  projections  were  derived  by  adjusting 
U.  S.  projections  by  the  percentage  spread  between  State  prices  and 
U.  S*  prices  for  the  3-year  period,  19U7-U9. 

The  last  three  tables  (pages  35  and  36)  included  in  the  pam¬ 
phlet  are  revisions  of  tables  contained  in  the  report  on  price  levels 
of  the  Subcommittee  on  Benefits  and  Costs  of  the  Federal  Inter-Agency 
River  Basin  Committee,  dated  August  28,  1951.  The  various  projections 
of  price  and  index  items  related  to  construction  are  based  on  the 
general  price  levels  used  for  the  agricultural  price  projections. 

Previous  Price  Projections 

The  first  series  of  postwar  price  projections  prepared  for  use 
in  connection  with  the  economic  evaluation  of  proposed  flood  control 
and  water  resources  projects  was  issued  April  5>  1950  in  memorandum 
form.  The  suggested  level  of  prices  received  by  farmers  in  this 
first  memorandum  was  150  (1910-lU  =  100).  The  index  of  prices  paid 
ty  farmers,  including  interest,  taxes,  and  wages,  was  175,  resulting 
in  an  assumed  parity  ratio  of  86.  The  index  of  prices  paid  for  items 
used  in  agricultural  production  was  1 55.  These  indexes  were  based  on 


/ 
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the  assumption  of  an  economic  situation  of  intermediate  employment 
conditions,  one  of  the  three  alternative  employment  conditions  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  report  "A  Study  of  Selected  Trends  and  Factors  Relat¬ 
ing  to  the  Long-Range  Prospect  for  American  Agriculture"  prepared  by 
the  former  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  for  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  19U8. 

A  second  release  of  price  projections  in  pamphlet  form  was 
issued  in  November  1951  on  a  higher  level  (215  index  for  both  prices 
received  and  paid  by  farmers  with  resulting  parity  ratio  of  100), 

This  level  of  price  projections  was  unanimously  adopted  for  use  by 
the  Federal  Inter-Agency  River  Basin  Committee  on  September  27,  1951* 
They  were  established  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  (Memorandum 
No.  1275,  Supplement  1,  dated  September  28,  1951)  for  use  in  formulat 
ing  and  evaluating  comprehensive  agricultural  and  flood  control 
programs  and  projects.  In  addition  to  national  average  prices,  price 
indexes,  and  price  projections.  State  projections  were  developed  for 
major  agricultural  commodities.  State  projections  were  derived  by 
adjusting  U.  S.  projections  by  the  percentage  spread  between  State 
prices  and  U.  S.  prices  for  the  5-year  period,  19U6-50. 

A  revised  pamphlet  was  released  August  1952.  The  level  of 
price  and  cost  projections  was  not  changed  for  this  last  pamphlet. 
Later  reference  price  data  and  a  few  additional  price  and  cost  pro¬ 
jections  were  included. 

Basis  of  Projections 

The  price  and  cost  projections  contained  in  this  pamphlet  are 
tied  to  an  all-product  index  of  235  for  prices  received  by  farmers 
(1910-lli  «=  100)  and  an  index  of  265  for  prices  and  rates  paid  by 
farmers,  including  items  used  in  production,  interest,  taxes,  and 
wages.  These  general  levels  were  agreed  upon  by  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service,  Soil  Conservation  Service,  Forest  Service,  and 
Agricultural  Research  Service  for  use  in  evaluating  work  plans  for 
watershed  protection  and  flood  prevention  projects  and  for  river 
basin  development  studies. 

The  projections  represent  the  level  of  prices  that  may  be 
expected  to  prevail  over  an  extended  period  of  years  under  assump¬ 
tions  of  relatively  high  employment,  a  trend  toward  peace,  continued 
population  and  economic  growth  and  a  stable  general  price  level. 

Under  such  conditions,  the  general  level  of  prices  received  by 
farmers  and  cost-price  relationships  are  not  expected  to  be  much 
different  than  those  prevailing  in  the  period  1953-55.  The  projec¬ 
tions  imply  some  improvement  in  agricultural  cost-price  relationships 
from  1955  levels,  reflecting  the  existence  of  large  surpluses  of  some 
commodities  and  the  possibility  for  some  easing  in  industrial  prices 
which  could  come  from  an  enlarged  industrial  capacity  and  increasing 
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competition.  The  projections  also  take  account  of  recent  changes  that 
have  occurred  in  supply  and  requirement  expectations  of  particular 
crops.  In  general,  the  projections  reflect  the  long-term  levels  that 
might  reasonably  be  expected  with  production  and  requirements  in 
balance  under  competitive  conditions.  The  special  circumstances  taken 
into  account  for  some  of  the  individual  projections  is  explained  below. 

Rice 


The  projected  U.  S.  average  price  of  rice  is  $3*25  per  hundred¬ 
weight — $0.60  below  the  previous  projection  that  was  based  on  an  all¬ 
product  price  index  of  215  (1910- Hi  »  100).  The  revised  price 
projection  for  rice  takes  into  account  the  possibility  that  foreign 
takings  of  United  States  rice  at  prices  prevailing  in  recent  years  may 
not  be  maintained  at  current  levels.  Further,  current  rice  production, 
even  with  acreage  restrictions,  exceeds  substantially  domestic  and 
foreign  markets.  A  projected  price  of  $3.25  per  hundredweight  was 
considered  necessary  if  production,  in  absence  of  rigid  acreage  controls, 
is  to  be  roughly  comparable  with  prospective  requirements. 

Lumber 


The  projected  price  for  lumber  represents  an  increase  of  about 
6  percent  above  the  1953-55  average.  With  respect  to  lumber  and  saw- 
logs,  the  projected  long-term  price  index  represents  an  increase  from 
703  in  1953-55  (1910-lli  “  100)  to  750.  In  terms  of  a  19h7-li9  base, 
the  projected  index  is  a  change  from  120  in  1953-55  to  127.  This 
increase  of  about  6  percent,  coupled  with  the  6  percent  decline  pro¬ 
jected  for  the  all-product  index,  represents  a  total  rise  of  about 
12  percent  in  the  relative  price  of  lumber  and  sawlogs.  Prospective 
increases  in  future  demands  for  lumber,  together  with  increasing  prob¬ 
lems  of  timber  supply,  are  expected  to  result  in  the  further  rise  in 
relative  lumber  prices. 

No  projected  index  for  pulpwood  is  given  in  the  tables,  but  if 
such  a  projection  is  needed  the  average  3-year  price  for  the  period 
1953-55  is  recommended. 

Construction  Cost  Indexes 


The  Engineering  News-Record  20-Cities  Construction  Cost  Index 
(ENR  Index)  is  shown  in  the  U.  S.  table  (page  9).  The  long-term 
projection  is  given  as  625  (1913  “  100),  close  to  the  average  level  of 
this  index  for  1955.  In  the  table  containing  price  projections  for 
construction  items  (page  35 ),  a  projection  is  given  for  a  composite 
index  of  construction  costs  as  compiled  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce.  This  index  is  recommended  as  more  appropriate  for  most 
evaluation  analyses  in  connection  with  water  resources  projects  than 
the  ENR  Index. 
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The  composite  index  includes  a  combination  of  wage  and  material 
costs.  It  reflects  a  combination  of  about  18  representative  cost 
indexes,  weighted  by  the  relative  importance  of  the  major  classes  of 
construction.  It  is  an  implicit  index  computed  by  dividing  the  total 
estimate  of  new  construction  activity  in  current  prices  by  the  total 
expressed  in  1939  prices.  Since  the  total  in  1939  prices  is  obtained 
by  adding  the  estimates  for  the  separately  deflated  classes  of  construc¬ 
tion,  the  composite  index  is  the  equivalent  of  a  variably  weighted 
index,  reflecting  changes  not  only  in  the  component  cost  series,  but 
also  in  the  relative  importance  of  the  major  classes  of  construction. 

The  ENR  construction  cost  index  is  made  up  by  weighting  prices 
of  components  as  follows:  25  cwt.  structural  steel  shapes,  base  mill 
price;  6  bbl.  portland  cement,  bulk;  1.088  Mbf.  2xU's  lumber;  and  200 
hr.  common  labor  at  local  prices.  It  will  be  seen  from  these  weights 
that  steel  prices  and  common  labor  rates  are  the  major  elements  that 
establish  the  trend  in  the  index. 

Computing  Projections  for  Other  Commodities  and  Cost  Items 

While  projections  are  included  for  all  of  the  major  agricultural 
commodities,  it  is  recognized  that  special  circumstances  may  require 
price  projections  for  items  not  included  in  this  pamphlet.  Generally, 
approximate  projections  may  be  derived  on  a  national  basis  by  using  the 
average  of  actual  prices  in  1953-55  as  a  base  and  applying  the  percent¬ 
age  that  the  projected  index  is  of  the  1953-55  U.  S.  index  for  the 
applicable  product  group.  In  case  a  projected  price  for  tomatoes,  for 
example,  is  desired  the  appropriate  group  index  to  use  is  that  for 
commercial  vegetables.  The  national  projected  index  of  prices  received 
for  commercial  vegetables  is  75.3  percent  of  the  1953-55  U.  S.  index. 
Hence,  a  projection  for  tomatoes  may  be  derived  by  multiplying  the 
1953-55  average  price  of  $3*60  per  bushel  by  75. 3 »  which  gives  a 
projected  price  of  $2.71  per  bushel. 

To  derive  the  projected  price  for  a  particular  State,  the  per¬ 
centage  spread  between  the  U.  S.  price  and  the  State  price  is  applied 
to  the  U.  S.  projected  price.  For  this  purpose  the  prices  in  the  base 
period  19U7-U9  are  used.  The  U.  S.  average  price  of  tomatoes  in 
19U7-U9  was  $3*13  per  bushel  and,  to  select  Arkansas  as  an  example, 
the  price  was  $2.37  per  bushel  for  the  base  period.  By  applying  the 
indicated  percentage  spread  in  this  base  period  to  the  U.  S.  projected 
price  for  tomatoes  ($2.71  per  bushel),  a  price  of  $2.05  per  bushel  is 
derived  for  the  projected  price  of  tomatoes  in  Arkansas. 

Subsequent  Revisions 

Projected  prices  and  cost  indexes  contained  in  this  pamphlet 
may  be  modified  from  time  to  time  as  new  data  indicate  the  necessity  of 
a  revision.
